These thoughts come mind read 
the Principles for Peace, containing Papal 
documents peace from Leo XIII 
Pius XII. comprehensive body 
action contemporary events that ought 
possessed every teacher every 
grade school, and ought serve 
the basis, appropriate form instruc- 
tion, from the primary school the uni- 
versity. might not unprofitable 
the beginning this school year note 
some the material which will give 
helpful outlooks the problems which 
face today, and which, the near 
future, will determine the meaning the 
sacrifices the United Nations and the 
kind world which shall live and 
whether every generation shall have 
World Wars. 


Peace Not Merely the Absence 
War 


this article shall discuss peace 
and war the problem armed combat 
between nations. are not discussing, 
the volume Papal documents does, 
religious peace, social peace, industrial 
war. shall, another time, discuss 
industrial warfare the light the Papal 
documents. Too often have thought 
peace the absence war. was 
negative condition. meant merely that 
numbers citizens one more nations 
were not killing numbers citizens 
other nations wholesale manner with 
every ingenuous device destruction. 
was vacuum. Peace must considered 
life having the tranquillity order, the 
order life moral principles. must 
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active and fruitful tranquillity. 
the work justice. must accord with 
the laws justice and charity. seek- 
ing the common good atmosphere 
temporal order harmony with the 
eternal and supernatural order. want 
Pius wanted “the peace Christ 
the reign Christ.” 


Peace Men Good Will 


our basis peace positive thing, 
not negative, not vacuum active 
and fruitful tranquillity order based 
moral principles, God, must keep 
mind that the-peace promised the 
angels that first Christmas Day was 
peace earth men good will. Bene- 
dict brief rhapsody the beauty 
peace exclaims: 

Peace, the beautiful gift God, the name 
which, St. Augustine says, the sweetest 
word our hearing and the best and most 
desirable possession; peace, which was for 
more than four vears implored the ardent 
wishes all good. peoples, the prayers 
pious souls and the tears mothers, begins 
last shine upon the nations. this 
are indeed the happiest all and heartily 
rejoice. 

But goes say that there can 
stable lasting treaties, though made 
after long and difficult negotiations and duly 
signed, unless there return mutual 
charity appease hate and banish enmity. 

This, take it, does not mean that the 
men who plotted and schemed from the 
end World War and the nation that 
willingly submitted the promise 
looters and international highwaymen, who 
violated every law God and man, and 
subjected men, women, and children 
every indignity and suffering shall not 
have penance commensurate with their 
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crimes. There, dupes, helpless peoples, 
peoples submitted overwhelming 
force, shall revived and hope based 
Christian charity shall theirs. Just 
need police force our cities, the 
highways the world need policed. 
And conniving and treacherous nations 
shall have imposed them the discipline 
they seem incapable of. 


Treaties Must Written the 
Hearts and Minds Men 

Treaties must written not only 
paper but the hearts men. Justice 
must write them. Charity must write them. 
They must carried unreservedly 
spirit charity, good will, coopera- 
tion. must create framework in- 
ternational order which these things 


shall have free play and may grow more 
and more. We, America, must will- 
ing play our part. must not permit 
factional fights our politics personal 
clashes individuals, nor self-willed man 
stand the way international co- 
operation, and the growth international 
good will. 


The Mere Desire for Peace Not 
Sufficient 

But Pope Leo XIII long ago (1889) 
said urging the removal from Europe 
the danger war: “the wish does not 
much render peace assured and the 
mere desire for peace not sufficient 
must become living apostolate. must 
informed plans and programs. 
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must know the past failures. must 
relate plans and programs ends 
social moral ends. 


The Wide Scope Peace 


The more than 800 pages the Prin- 
ciples Peace with its 1863 quotations 
from the Papal documents wide-rang- 
ing work. will not possible cover 
even superficially all the aspects the 
phases international war which have 
named. The habit the reigning Pope 
Christmas time discuss the problems 
peace furnishes insight into the gen- 
eral problem and rich material for 
schools that make the basis our 
discussion the substantive proposals 
for peace. 


Spiritual Crusade for Peace 


The Christmas after that September 
1939, when Germany began its aggressions 
Europe and Britain declared war, the 
Pope said should ready for the de- 
velopment events and discussed his first 
five points. said the time was 
not insensible the grave difficulties 
the way establishing and preserving 
just peace, but crusade which 
and you must engage. says: 

But ever there was objective deserving 
the collaboration all noble and generous 
minds, there was ever spiritual crusade 
which might assume with new truth its 
motto, “God wills then this high 
purpose, this crusade enlisting all unselfish 
and great-hearted men endeavor lead 
the nations back from the broken cisterns 
material and selfish interests the living 
fountain divine justice, which alone able 
provide that morality, nobility, and stability 
which the need has been long experi- 
enced, the great detriment nations and 
humanity. 


The Five Points 1939 


The five points made Pius XII 
the first Christmas his Pontificate are: 

All nations great small, powerful 
pendence. The will one nation live 
must never mean the sentence death 
passed upon another. The reparations for 
injustices shall determined not the 
sword nor arbitrary decision self- 
interest but the rules justice and 
reciprocal equity. 

Nations must delivered from the 
slavery imposed them the race for 
armament, which are often the instruments 
overbearing and tyrannical master. 
There must mutually agreed, organic, 
and progressive disarmament, spiritual 
well physical. 

With past failures mind well 
human frailty, first importance 
the reorganization international life 
erect some juridical institution which shall 
give effect agreements that have been 
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made, and revise correct them needed. 

The real needs and just demands 
nations and populations and racial minor- 
ities should considered friendly 
spirit and effort made meet them 
peaceful methods, thus avoiding many in- 
centives violent action. 

“But even the best and most de- 
tailed regulations will imperfect and 
foredoomed failure unless the peoples 
and those who govern them submit willing- 
the influence that spirit which 
alone can give life, authority and binding 
force the dead letter international 
agreements,” namely, the sacred and in- 
violable laws God, and love justice. 

With Poland before him was natural 
that the issues this time were the rights 
small nations and minorities, the con- 
demnation the race for armaments par- 
ticularly the hands brutal master 
and the need juridical order. 


The Five Points 1940 


the Christmas sermon 1940, the 
Pope explains the victories that must 
won conditions necessary for real 
world order not the perversion 
“sold” the people Europe whole- 
sale lying propaganda. These are victories 
over hatred, over distrust, over the dismal 
principle utility, and unbalanced state 
world economy and over 
national egoism. These points are, the 
language the Pope: 

Victory over the hatred which divides 
the nations today and the disappearance 
systems and actions which breed this 
hatred. matter fact, some coun- 
seen; does not recoil from methodical 
distortion the truth order show the 
enemy nations falsified and vilifying 
light. who, however, really wants the 
good the people and wants contribute 
the future cooperation nations and 
preserve this cooperation 
culable damage, will consider 
sacred duty uphold the natural ideals 
truth, justice, and charity. 

“2. Victory over distrust which exerts 
paralyzing pressure international law 
and makes all honest understanding impos- 
sible. Therefore, return the principle 
mutual trust. Return the loyalty for 
treaties without which the secure coopera- 
tion nations and, especially, the living 
side side strong and weak nations, 
are inconceivable. The foundation jus- 
tice loyalty, reliability, and truth the 
pledged word, and the understanding 
which has been reached. 

“3. Victory over the 
that utility the foundation and aim 
law, and that might can create right. This 
principle bound upset all international 
relations and inacceptable all weaker 
nations. Therefore, return 


serious, and moral international relations. 
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This conception does not exclude the de- 
sire for the honorable improvement 
conditions the right defend oneself 
peaceful life has been attacked, 
repair the damage sustained thereby. 

“4, Victory over those potential con- 
flicts arising out the unbalanced state 
world economy. Therefore, new 
economic order has gradually evolved 
which gives all nations the means secure 
for their citizens appropriate standard 
life. 

“5. Victory over the kind egoism 
which, relying its own power, aims 
impairing the honor and sovereignty 
nations well the sound, just, and 
ordered liberty individuals. This egoism 
has replaced genuine Christian 
solidarity legal and economic char- 
acter, and by:a brotherly cooperation 
the nations, the sovereignty which has 
been duly secured.” 


The Five Points 1941 


The five points the 1941 Christmas 
allocution recapitulating 
what was said other occasions are based 
that immovable and unshakable rock, 
the moral law. The five points are: 

Within the limits new order 
founded moral principles [not Nazi 
principles] there room for violation 
the freedom, integrity, and security 
other states, matter what may their 
territorial extension their capacity for 
defense. Their rights political freedom, 
economic development, and neutral- 
ity time war must respected. 

Within the limits new order 
founded moral principles there 
place for open secret oppression the 
cultural and linguistic characteristics 
national minorities, for the hindrance 
restriction their economic resources, for 
the limitation abolition their natural 
fertility. 

Within the limits new order 
founded moral principles there 
place for that cold and calculating egoism 
which tends hoard economic resources 
and materials destined for the use all, 
such extent that the nations less 
favored nature are not permitted access 
great consolation see admitted the neces- 
sity participation all the natural 
riches the earth even the part 
those nations which, the fulfillment 
this principle, belong the category 
givers and not that receivers. 

Within the limits new order, 
founded moral principles, once the more 
dangerous principles armed conflict have 
been eliminated, there place for 
total warfare for mad rush arma- 
ments. armaments are limited, ways 
must found see that “pacts must 
observed.” 

Within the limits new order 
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founded moral principles, there 
place for the persecution religion and 
the Church. 


The Five Points 1942 

Christmas Eve, the Holy Father 
made broadcast the whole world, ex- 
plaining the fundamental principles con- 
cerning the internal order states and 
people. The necessary and holy crusade 
which the Pope engaged see that 
the Star Peace, the Star Bethlehem, 
shines out again over the whole man- 
kind all its brilliant splendor and re- 
assuring consolation pledge and 
augury future, better, more fruitful, 
and happier. The way from the night 
1942 full day will long, but the 
decisive first steps the path are these 
five milestones: 

who would have the Star Peace 
shine out and stand over society should 
cooperate, for his part, giving back 
the human person the dignity given 
God from the very beginning; should 
oppose the excessive herding men, 
they were mass without soul; their 
economic, social, political, intellectual, and 
moral inconsistency; their dearth solid 
principles and strong convictions, their 
surfeit instinctive sensible excitement 
and their fickleness. 

who should have the Star 
Peace shine out and stand over society 
should reject every form materialism 
which sees the people only herd 
individuals who, divided and without any 
internal cohesion, are considered mass 
lorded over and treated arbitrarily; 
should strive understand society 
intrinsic unity, which has grown 
and matured under the guidance Provi- 
dence, unity which within the bounds 
assigned and according its own 
peculiar gifts tends, with the collabora- 
tion the various classes and professions, 
toward the eternal and ever new aims 
culture and religion. 

who would have the Star Peace 
shine out and stand over society should 
give work the place assigned 
God from the beginning. indispen- 
sable means toward gaining over the world 
that mastery which God wishes for His 
glory, all work has inherent dignity 
and the same time close connection 
with the perfection the person; this 
the noble dignity and privilege work 
which not any way cheapened the 
fatigue and the burden, which have 
borne the effect original sin, 
obedience and submission the will 
God. 

who would have the Star Peace 
shine out and stand over social life should 
collaborate toward complete rehabilita- 
tion the juridical order. The juridic 
sense today often altered and over- 
turned the profession and the practice 
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positivism and utilitarianism which 
are subjected and bound the service 
determined groups, classes, and move- 
ments, whose programs direct and deter- 
mine the course legislation and the 
practices the courts. The cure for this 
situation becomes feasible when awaken 
again the consciousness judicial order 
resting the supreme dominion God, 
and safeguarded from all human whims, 
consciousness order which stretches 
forth its arm, protection punish- 
ment, over the unforgettable rights 
man and protects them against attacks. 

who would have the Star Peace 
shine out and stand over human society 
should cooperate toward the setting 
state conception and practice founded 
reasonable discipline, exalted kindliness, 
and responsible Christian spirit. 

should help restore the state and 
its power the service human society, 
the full recognition the respect due 
the human person and his efforts 
attain his eternal destiny. 


The Need for Understanding the 
Pope’s Peace Plan 


Peace feelers, peace proposals, and 
actual peace negotiations with one nation 
another will matter current news 
or, schools call it, current events. These 
will insidious and will sugar-coated. 
They will aim the morale peoples. 
misinformed sentimental public opin- 
ion must not stand the way con- 
structive permanent peace. obvious 
that are concerned not with merely 
stopping war, interlude for more 
terrible and devastating catastrophic war. 
want peace. want permanent peace. 
now consider the points essential for 
real peace will consider what diffi- 
cult problem faces the educational system 
and the public-opinion-forming agencies. 


The Elements the Pope’s Peace

“Recreation the birthright every 
child, and the prerogative every adult.” 


wherever you find life, you are sure 
find play some form other. Play 
not only part our present-day life, 
but just much part primitive 
life. Explorers whether 
hottest part Africa the coldest 
Iceland, find the people indulging some 
kind games. 

The play life primitive children was 
designed train them for life. them 
was education. Take for 
Indian. are told that Indian never 
punishes his children. trains them 
the art obedience and respect means 
play. His play consists largely play 
fighting, play hunting, dancing, and pan- 
tomime, singing and story telling, games 
and contests. 


Play Life 

Play childhood means growth. 
Every child needs play. his chief 
business. Play builds the child. takes 
nothing more seriously. Watch child 
play. Today policeman, tomorrow 
Uncle Sam’s mail carriers. Again will 
favorite characters from the stories that 
reads and learns admire them the 
fine qualities human life. 

There must activity the life 
child, activity which interested 
and can take active part. Roger says: 
“To the child play life itself, serious, all 
absorbing. lives and grows. Whole- 
some play makes him forgetful him- 
self. Through develops his own 
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personality and his ability get along 
needs sunshine child needs play. 
grows and develops more fully and 
normally has opportunity play. 

Only too often the past has play 
looked upon something aimless, 
frivolous, mere waste time, and 
purpose. There has always been very 
much work and little help 
it, and play certainly did not contribute 
anything toward getting done. was 
kewise thought that play was necessary 
evil childhood, while work, even though 
produced nothing consequence, was 
considered the great goal education. 
Even our day many adults assume the 
attitude that play 
and children should, course, allowed 
occupy themselves this manner, be- 
cause they are not yet old enough 
real work. 


Play Not Idleness 

Play, however, activity and not idle- 
ness. Fortunately, however, our attitude 
toward play has changed entirely 
different conception. consider work 
and play today not being opposed 
each other, but instead, being much 
alike that often they overlap and hard 
tell the difference between them. 

Play today, primitive times, one 
the most effective means learning 
work. play that child meets with 
obstacles that must learn overcome. 
must many things that are disagree- 
able him wishes carry out his 
plans. the seriousness play that 
gives its educational importance. Child- 
hood the most plastic period life, and 
child who does not play, besides missing 
much the joys childhood, will never 
fully developed adult. 

Play embraces the whole life the 
child, and only play that the child’s 
whole power called for, for provides 
for his physical, mental, and moral de- 
velopment. Play fixes the child the 
habits, attitudes, ideals, and knowledge 
that make for healthful, happy, and useful 
living. All children have 
activity and play, and should provided 
with suitable play material, which will 
give pleasure and satisfaction, and stimu- 
late development, for active child 
learning child. 

Education not simply matter 
training the mind acquiring certain 
amount power, accumulating 
knowledge, but education means the build- 
ing character. Education effec- 
tive must active rather than passive. 
Whether activity play depends upon 
the attitude the player. What play 
one day may drudgery another, for 
mental attitudes change with conditions. 
The value play education due

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its power interest the player, absorb his 
attention, and arouse him enthusiastic 
and persistent activity. 

The boys and girls today are just 
keen for fun were their fathers and 
mothers and just necessary for 
their development. matter fact, 
more necessary, because modern children 
are denied many the natural means 
experience that were open their parents. 
Crowded living conditions highly 
specialized work give less opportunity for 
using the big muscles the body, but 
the same time, modern conditions provide 
more leisure and closer contacts with other 
people. Passive recreation such 
furnished the motion pictures and simi- 
lar amusements cannot take the place 
the joyous enthusiasms that come from 
action fun, shared one’s fellows. 


Play Teaches Democracy 

has been said that the school the 
bulwark our democracy, but the play- 
ground and play are far more democratic 
than the school. Here have voluntary 
democratic organization. The team elects 
its own captain and therefore must obey 
him. The school, however, is, for the most 
part, absolute monarchy. 
ground provides ample opportunities for 
the children enjoy themselves com- 
pletely. Young people especially find 
much satisfaction and joy participating 
playground activities. 

Through play the emotions individ- 
uals are developed. Desirable impulses 
that shape personality, character, and 
citizenship can built up. the driv- 
ing, creative, and challenging force that 
keeps the individual alert and constantly 
seeking new adventures and experiences. 

The school invaluable helping the 
child meet actual social opportunities. 
true the child will not grow 
fit our institutions without the school, 
but without play will not grow 
all. 

the actual hours spent school and the 
preparation school assignments. Play 
education seeks educate through the 
values inherent its various activity ex- 
periences. means far less formality and 
gives the individual more freedom ex- 
pression. means more friendly guidance 
and less strenuous rigid teaching. 
means more learning through experiences 
that are interesting and 
according strict rules and codes. 
hard conceive the full and complete 
development the accepted aims edu- 
cation without the use play one 
the prominent learning exercises. 


Play Education 
There are two ideas that are more 
strongly contrasted the mind the 
ordinary small boy than the ideas play 
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and education. the time that the 
child enters school spends nearly all 
his energy play and learns far 
more the first six years his life than 
does his remaining years. the first 
six years child’s life learns gain 
accuracy and precision motion and 
judging distances, sights, and sounds. 
true that the things taught the schools 
have close relationship either the 
business the social life the ordinary 
citizen, nor has yet been proved that 
effectiveness has been direct proportion 
book knowledge. There are great 
many other elements besides information 
obtained from books during the weary 
hours the school day, that make the 
effective individual; self-confidence, 
energy, and will do, with small 
amount information, often accomplishes 
more than mere book knowledge. 

may question whether book knowl- 
edge adds greatly the effectiveness 
individual anywhere. Probably teachers, 
Class, who represent the diligent and 
successful scholars, for the most part, are 
less effective their community pro- 
portion their knowledge, than business- 
men who acquired their through 
the school hard knocks and experience. 

The best preparation for life living, 
and there nothing nearer life 
business politics society than play. 
seek train for society would 
difficult find better method than 
play. social its very nature, and 
requires friendship for its continuance. 
Rivalry and comradeship are essential ele- 
ments all good play. Where could boy 
preparing himself for life politician 
get better experience than the leader- 
ship and organization the playground. 

The attitude mind which found 
play the attitude which represents the 
greatest efficiency all mental effort for 
all good play there complete ab- 
sorption the thing hand, entire for- 
getfulness self. 

The world play the real world 
the child. The child thinks and acts 
terms play. play and play com- 
panionship that gets nearly all his 
experience. play that forms 
nearly all his habits. The children get their 
conception right and wrong from what 
teach them, but play that they 
put these conceptions into practice. 

Many people confuse play with idleness. 
The child who working his arith- 
metic lesson using few muscles his 
fingers, and few cells his brain, but 
the rest him idle. Whereas the boy 
who playing baseball using nearly 
every muscle his body and nearly every 
cell his brain. 

The devil not only finds things for idle 
hands do, but finds thoughts for idle 
brains think and words for idle tongues

superfluous energy may saved 
civilization, but cannot very 
likely become delinquent under the 
strain. 

The school teaches deferred judgment 
and the weighing evidence. gives 
the sort training need the choice 
vocation, but often renders help- 
less the presence circumstances re- 
quiring instant action. The best training 
that know for instant decision and 
execution comes from play. 


Play Forms Right Habits 


The playground also contributes much 
the formation character through the 
development right habits, attitudes, and 
responses the various play activities. 
Moral choice must made every turn 
the course games and competitive 
sports. Situations arise continually which 
afford intelligent leaders opportunity 
guide children the development 
high ideals and proper conduct. Much 
emphasis has been laid upon the play- 
ground one the main factors the 
reduction delinquency and certainly 
does much the development leader- 
ship and the formation character. Chil- 
dren learn and become proficient doing 
things. Self-control, courtesy, respect for 
the right others, and obedience are some 
the traits which are learned the 
playground. The playground primarily 
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place for developing power do. Every 
child, and that includes the handicapped, 
has opportunity for happy, satisfying 
play activity. 

Since all play social nature, 
cannot play alone. Practically all the social 
training boys and girls comes this 
way. Groos says that, “play under normal 
conditions the most effective teacher 
that kind good companionship which 
makes for political and social 
contact with others 
teaches the value cooperation, disposes 
one recognize the rights others, and 
the same time gives him courage 
insist his own rights. Every earnest 
player strives win the victory. The 
nowhere well taught well-directed 
and organized play. 


Supervision Needed 

The question naturally arises, Shall 
have free supervised play? Children 
left themselves will likely take sufficient 
exercise grow strong and keep well. Ex- 
perience teaches, however, that the un- 
supervised play period usually dis- 
orderly, unfair, and beset with grave 
hazards.

How this done? practical ex- 
ample the possible working integra- 
tion will make the matter clear. may 
look briefly the relation history 
religion. 

the one hand, know many 
attempts philosophy history, pro- 
jections springing from the theories the 
moment: materialism, 
nomics, and on. the other hand, 
know the doctrine our faith, Divine 
Providence, creation, man’s historical 
place the universe, immortality, 
original sin, Divine Redemption. Now 
these truths, plain and unavoidable, are 
the only correct explanation, full 
philosophical sense, for the causes events 
history, for the mapping the past, 
the present, and the future mankind, 
for the treatment wars, governments, 
and movements mankind. course 
history, ancient, medieval, modern, 
which neglects this truest all philoso- 
phies, not history the full sense the 
term. The student may learn facts and 
dates, may know 
ences, may see movements 
proximate causes, but, 
comes his aid, the ultimate lacking. 
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And there philosophy, either his- 
tory anything else, the ulti- 
mate lacking. 


Relate Knowledge Faith 

The task now remains for the instruc- 
tors both religion and history 
present their courses means syllabus, 
forum, and reference reading that the rela- 
tions all the items history will 
seen the searching light the doctrines 
our faith. Each department must com- 
plement the work the other, each must 
help the student grasp the wholeness his 
knowledge. the one hand, the instruc- 
tor religion must make known his 
class the meaning Divine Providence 
and its relation the will man; 
must point out the historical facts the 
supernatural state and the result caused 
original sin; must show the world 
importance the fact the Divine Re- 
demption and the position this fact 
the history men. The instructor his- 
tory, the other hand, must make clear 
that war the result original sin; that 
freedom carried license offense 
against justice; that justice carried 
tyranny affront freedom and char- 
ity; that the position woman, races, and 
the individual has its meaning the 
immortal soul; that government and 
authority have their ultimate source 
God Himself. The correlations are, 
course, much more numerous, but this 
sketch will begin clarify the idea in- 
tegration. 

The work entailed achieving integra- 
tion not all impossible, for there is, 
begin with, teaching group our 
institutions well trained the doctrines 
their religion. Whatever the subject 
the curriculum, whether 
science, literature and languages, art, 
can made integrate and the courses 
need, nevertheless, not tampered with 
any appreciable sense.

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Library Experiment’

convey some idea the library 
experiment that being tried out this 
year the Visitation School, Buffalo, 
Visitation School has registration 
214 pupils divided among five teachers, 
each whom has two grades. 

Until the current year were con- 
fronted with four problems: bilingualism, 
poor home reading habits, facilities for 
library room the school building, and, 
finally, insufficient funds with which 
purchase desirable books. 

Approximately per cent our pupils 
converse foreign language their 
homes and play. call this problem 
because, inasmuch ourselves are un- 
familiar with the pupils’ language, real- 
ize that are somewhat handicapped 
assisting them overcome difficulties 
handling the mechanics English, both 
oral and written. our desire that the 
children continue advance the 
edge language other than English 
because both adds their culture and 
gives them deeper appreciation the 
sacrifices made their forebears. How- 
ever, since English the accepted lan- 
guage their adopted country, 
their advantage able use with 
facility and speak purely pos- 
sible. One the best means accom- 
plishing this through the medium 
oral and silent reading the best litera- 
ture and with set purpose. 

That poor selection books formed 
many home collection was very evident 
during the crusade for reading material 
for men service. The comic magazine 
was paramount among the children and the 
result such trashy reading was clearly 
seen. 

While each room did possess certain 
number supplementary books and efforts 
were being made add the supply, yet, 
even these were insufficient. 

Someone may inquire concerning our 
use the “classroom library” loaned 
the public library. That was tried, but, 
our case, unsuccessfully. First all, 
that time the number books was in- 
adequate; second, interest soon waned, 
since the books themselves held little 
attraction, either binding content. 
These conditions, fortunately, longer 
obtain. Since such classroom libraries can- 
not supply the much-needed library atmos- 
phere, near-by, well-equipped branch 
library gives much more stimulus good 
reading habits.

The pupils 
weren’t asked whether not they thought 
they would enjoy such program, but, 
following the manner the mother duck 
teaching her ducklings swim, just 
pushed them into the “reading pond,” 
guided their movements, and after the 
first shock was over, they discovered that 
they liked it. 

The basic idea was acquaint the 
children with the library and its equip- 
ment, give them working knowledge 
the catalog, and gradually lead them 
the independent selection books suitable 
for their reading abilities. each visit, 
each child, unless excused, responsible 
for concise, “peppy” review some book 
has read since the previous visit. 

This program has been operation 
biweekly since last October, each group 
taking its regular turn grade. The 
effects, even such short period, have 
begun evince themselves. 


Pupils Are Reading 

among the children from the first grade 
through the eighth. They look forward 
their turn the library and this winter 
were most anxious attend, regardless 
weather. The very fact getting into 
another atmosphere has been conducive 
progress. 
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There has been decided increase 
library enrollment and the use library 
cards. present three rooms are 100 per 
cent with cards. One hundred eighty-three 
children have cards and all are using them 
regularly. Adult cards have been issued 
the eighth graders since the beginning 
this semester and their delight when told 
they might apply for these was most amus- 
ing. very gratifying know that they 
have not abused this privilege and are 
quite careful the selection their read- 
ing matter. 

This little experiment helping the 
children the acquisition poise and 
ease speaking before audience.

Attacking the Acceleration Problem 
Sister Joseph Mary, S.C.N. 


hears much today about speed- 
ing the school program because 
the war. There are educators who feel 
that this the time reduce the eight 
years the grade school six, that 
boys and girls may enter high school 
earlier and ready for college work 
the age sixteen. The Educational 
Policies Commission would have students 
senior-high standing enter college year 
before graduation. These proposals have 
not been received uncritically. There are 
those who fear that cutting short the school 
years would throw students into college 
with one two years less maturity. 
Others have raised the objection that 
the case the 6-4-4 plan students would 
skip over certain subjects and 
consequence there would gaps their 
education. Let study this charge 
some detail and, are open minded 
and unprejudiced, doubtlessly shall dis- 
cover that there rather considerable 
amount overlapping subjects the 
present setup. 

order visualize the situation better, 
shall list (Table units required 
for graduation from accredited high 
school, and opposite these subjects 
shall put the same equivalent subjects 
pursued the seventh and eighth grades.

The first pupils, numbers 
inclusive, will selected for acceleration 
September, 1943, and the others will 
spend the year getting ready for high 
school September, 1944. this way, 
the brighter and more capable students 
will advanced, while the slower ones 
will given opportunity qualify for 
high school, they are all able. This 
preparatory high school class will prob- 
ably have maintained for one 
more years during the transition. 

the meantime, the elementary school 
will have better job than has 
been doing. Sixth-grade students must 
able study effectively, they must 
able read with high degree com- 
prehension, and they must able 
express themselves clearly and correctly. 
This will not possible unless, from the

Health Examinations 
Gladys Kleinschmidt, M.D., M.S.P.H. 


OST parents undoubtedly would 
feel much offended they were 


accused negligence regards the health 
and welfare their children. Strange 
may seem however, reliable studies and 
estimates have shown that only twenty- 
five forty per cent cases parents, 
result learning the facts regarding 
the health needs their children re- 
vealed through the school health examina- 
tion, take the steps necessary correct 
unsatisfactory conditions. course, 
realized that some instances the family 
may unable pay for needed medical 
care. careful investigation, however, 
has been shown that the number giving 
this reason justification for their in- 
action not great one might suppose. 
Furthermore aid one kind another 
available almost every community 
help meet the needs low-income groups. 
obvious that there are other motivat- 
ing factors governing the attitudes par- 
ents toward the findings the school 
health examination. 

The primary aim the school health 
examination make analysis the 
health status the individual child 
that the physician may guide and assist 
parents, teachers, and others the solu- 
tion the child’s health problems. Fur- 
thermore, the demonstration the school 
the examination apparently well 
child should serve develop the child 
and his parents appreciation the 
health examination and the habit regular 
health examinations throughout life. The 
health examination educational pro- 
cedure whereby the parent and child may 
acquire desirable health habits, skills, atti- 
tudes, and knowledge. 

The health examination may done 
under varying conditions and various de- 
grees thoroughness. many instances, 
especially where the rapid mass examina- 
tion still use, the criticism has been 
made that the school health examinations 
are too superficial. true that very 
often the physician, not necessarily through 
any fault his own, has been pressed 
see more children than can effectively 
examine. This has resulted hasty judg- 
ments which are not based sound medi- 
cal standards. Also the school physician 
has been handicapped having his only 
case-finding tool the health examination 
itself. may have laboratory any 
other testing facilities his disposal. 
occasion, the result all this lack 
thoroughness has been questioning the 


EDITOR’S NOTE. Health examinations 
are procedure in. schools 
throughout the country. The amount 
their usefulness depends upon the com- 
petence examiners and the facilities 
their disposal well upon the attitude 
toward the project the part teach- 
ers, parents, and children and upon their 
cooperation.

decisions the school medical officer 
both parent and medical practitioner. 
added outcome such sketchy work has 
been that the parent has sometimes re- 
ceived wrong idea the content 
good examination has developed false 
sense security when the actual facts did 
not merit such confidence. 


Trained Personnel Needed 


Another basic cause for many the 
difficulties which have become associated 
with the school health system that too 
often physicians engaged school health 
work have special training for their 
jobs. They may excellent pediatricians, 
general practitioners, surgeons but be- 
cause the lack special preparation 
for school health work they are apt 
blind the educational implications 
school health procedures. Satisfactory 
relations with the public and with the 
medical and educational professions may 
also neglected those ill-prepared for 
their jobs. 

Special training for school physicians 
now available various universities 
this country. However, 
school physicians’ salaries, tenure office, 
and chances for advancement are such 
that they can afford take such training 
and till state and local authorities insist 
such professional requirements, im- 
provement this regard may very slow. 
And while conditions remain they are 
there will continue muddling and in- 
competence. 

Unskilled public health procedures 
and public relationships untrained and 
inexperienced school physician may leave 
much desired his contacts with 
members the medical profession. 
result continued irritation, the family 
physician criticizes the school health serv- 
ice and the parent begins wonder just 
who right. common mistake made 
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school health officials that they will plan 
detail health project with many medi- 
cal implications without including the 
medical profession the preliminary dis- 
cussion all. Most public health projects 
are fundamentally medical problems even 
though they have various social and edu- 
cational aspects. Consequently the medical 
profession going resent being left out 
the picture field which they are 
the experts. Furthermore the school health 
service needs their cooperation order 
carry out its programs most effectively. 


Cooperation Physicians 

Practicing physicians frequently feel 
that the school and other public health 
services have unfavorable economic 
effect the practice medicine. Some- 
times there may some basis for such 
belief; but school health program 
properly conducted there will little diffi- 
culty this sort. Certainly farsighted 
members the medical profession know 
that educational and advisory activities 
will ultimately react even the financial 
benefit the practitioner medicine. The 
wise well-trained school physician also will 
conscious his opportunities pro- 
mote good understanding through his con- 
tacts with confreres within the medical 
profession. essential that secure 
the cooperation the group which 
primarily responsible for good 
supervision and treatment. And when mem- 
bers the medical profession understand 
the generally recognized and approved 
aims and objectives school health serv- 
ices and the means used achieve these 
ends they will not slow approve and 
assist. 

unfortunate that there are private 
medical practitioners who minimize the 
value the periodic health examination. 
Naturally busy practitioners are always 
more interested curative than preventive 
medicine. The parent may bring his child 
such physician for examination and 
told that this examination 
all foolishness. This indeed regrettable. 

Studies too numerous mention here 
have proved the value the periodic 
health examination. Furthermore 
sensus indicates that complete exam- 
ination every school child essential 
regular intervals. important that 
the school well the parent and any 
other responsible persons have record 
these findings that defects may

Late the year hardly better time, 
because this period may conflict with other 
programs which must necessarily come the 
close year. March excellent time 
even slightly earlier, seems permit 
the maximum amount knowledge with the 
minimum amount interference other 
programs. allows ample time for students 
plan the part they desire take the 
congress, and, the same time, permits time 
for research work. Then, too, materials 
must collected, allows time enough for 
this activity. 

Every unit the program must volun- 
teered. the beginning this exposition 
the writer stressed the fact that one the 
objectives the opportunity for the students 
demonstrate others what they have dis- 
covered worked out. the performances 
are not volunteered, the congress will not 
produce the excellent results that naturally 
follow such project. Pupils who really love 
their subject will best demonstrate 
others. student who has made discovery 
will glad show others. follows, 
therefore, that the participants should select 
not only their own subject project, but 
also their co-workers. They plan the mode 
delivery with the approval the instruc- 
tor. They may add music, costume, drama, 
and comedy, use any means they wish 
employ, emphasize their selected truths. 
The teacher’s approval may include sugges- 
tions, additions, criticisms, eliminations. 
This will surely prevent lost time the 
part pupils who may possibly plan dupli- 
cate unit, one which too difficult pro- 
duce, one that cannot given 
audience untrained the scientific fields. 
few readers may object the addition 
humor, drama, costume, music, 
helps, believing that might detract from 
the value the program. the contrary, 
such helps keep audience entertained and 
interested while being enlightened.

Such elements are greatly but not entirely 
eliminated having the performers their 
work “off stage,” that is, tables the 
same floor level the audience. scientific 
atmosphere can produced the proper 
arrangement the needed materials 
neat and orderly fashion the tables where 
the work done. All materials and 
equipment are the responsibility those 
the congress, whether such materials belong 
the school have been purchased 
borrowed. 

Project materials the year may 
placed display the rear the hall 
the lobby. When neither place can sup- 
plied because lack space, the science 
laboratory lecture room will equally 
well the audience informed an- 
nouncement.

The schedule should printed, repro- 
duced from typewritten copy. Every 
member the audience who actually in- 
terested will want know details; such as, 
subject, performer’s name, and other items 
hand. The program usually double 
sheet giving the title, the nature the 
experiment, the school department repre- 
sented, the author originator’s name, and 
the time required for demonstration. The 
exterior sheet gives the title the 
Congress, the name the school sponsoring 
it, the date, and simple but attractive 
sketch some laboratory equipment.

Two sophomore boys physiology class 
were especially interested the structure 
and function the human heart. soon 
the congress was announced, these boys 
requested this subject. They listened care- 
fully the lectures class, spent great 
deal time reading articles the science 
publications, and they took notes continually. 
Often the weeks that preceded the con- 
gress, they changed and rechanged the mode 
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demonstration, but they were too inter- 
ested their particular subject wish 
change that. Finally, they decided the 
method. the proper time, they 
rehearsed for the final approval the in- 
structor. Actually, the congress, they sur- 
prised even the teacher. One boy, neatly and 
professionally attired physician’s white 
smock, stethoscope about his neck stepped 
out upon the floor and introduced himself 
Doc. Brown. Then called his nurse. His 
co-worker took over the portable black- 
board. was few minutes before the 
audience could stop laughing they viewed 
their classmate Jim, dressed nurse’s uni- 
form with perky nurse’s cap sitting just 
the right The “nurse” used yellow 
chalk outline the structure the heart 
the physician talked clearly and slowly, 
pointing out the various chambers and blood 
vessels. shift from red blue chalk made 
clear the chambers the heart, the arteries 
and veins. After the structure was explained, 
the characters exchanged places and the 
“nurse” explained the functions, while the 
“doctor” used the chalk. Humor was brought 
into the demonstrations strains 
Love You Truly” heard off stage. foot 
thumped regularly, accompanied 
flutterings which were made the hand 
thrust beneath the smock. Well-known stu- 
dent telephone numbers were announced 
the audience. was understood, therefore, 
that certain telephone numbers caused the 
increase the rate the heart beat. The 
only thing left unexplained the close 
this unit was how the would-be nurse kept 
his little white cap set jauntily his closely 
cropped head. The talk lasted about twelve 
minutes and not one was dull. 

group senior and junior girls chose 
the chemistry cosmetics for their demon- 
stration. The scene was beauty salon well 
known the neighborhood. White smocks 
lent atmosphere and the girls used printed 
signs announce changes scenery. The 
table before the audience boasted attrac- 
tive array bottles containing the necessary 


‘ingredients the cosmetics about 


made. humorous element was introduced 
the form Miss Molly Misfit who was, 
course, completely rejuvenated the end 
the program. Numerous slogans referring 
the reasons for lack popularity due 
bad breath, dishwater hands, and pink tooth 
brush, were effective. The audience proved 
extremely interested each girl took her 
turn making hand lotion, mascara, cold 
cream, face powder, mud packs, tooth 
powder, and soaps. cases where the pro- 
cedure heating, straining took long 
time, the method was explained, not 
actually performed. Another number demon- 
strated the use the many toilet soaps, 
giving slogans and items chemical interest 
concerning them. this number, 
was the subject used for the demonstration 
the soap brands. The dog seemed in- 
terested and pleased the varieties 
facial baths did the audience. 


Sulphur Matches 
Two boys explained the allotropic forms 
sulphur and showed how sulphur matches 
are manufactured. They also made chart 


drawings that explained the difference be- 


tween safety and strike-anywhere matches. 
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They described sulphur dioxide, and then 
using colored samples cloth, flowers, and 
feathers, they illustrated the use sulphur 
dioxide. While waiting for the action the 
gas the objects, the boys described solid 
carbon dioxide (dry ice). They made liquid 
hammer from mercury and dry ice and then 
used the hammer force nail into board. 
Following this they filled large 
inder with soap chips and warm water. Next 
they added blue litmus cubes. Then they 
placed chopped dry ice the cylinder. The 
carbon dioxide released, made beautiful 
overflow the blue soap bubbles and the 
carbonic acid was formed, the blue liquid 
gradually changed from blye color through 
lavender and into beautiful rose color. 
Occasionally the gas filled bubble which 
therefore became large and bounced off into 
tub which they had previously placed 
the cylinder. Comedy was added discus- 
sion the merits the many bubble bath 
powders the market. The fact that this 
dainty ablution was indulged two 
the boys who were the heftiest football 
players kept the audience peals laugh- 
ter. After these experiments, the boys re- 
turned the sulphur dioxide experiment 
which this time had bleached the articles 
under the bell jar. 

One the most effective demonstrations 
was worked out physiological class. 
From the lobby was rolled right into the 
center the science congress cart upon 
which lay patient swathed sheets. Two 
surgeons and several nurses, properly masked 
and carrying sterilized items trays soon 
began work the patient. Certain appro- 
priate noises had been previously installed 
behind stage that when the surgeon made 
incision the patient, loud sawing noise 
came forth. Clamping back the body wall 
brought about squeaking sounds. From the 
incision the doctor lifted heart. course, 
the incision was made carefully con- 
cealed box covered with part the sheeting. 
One the nurses explained the function and 
structure the heart. Next came the liver 
and finally kidney. These organs had been 
secured from slaughter house butcher 
and had been well cleaned and dried that 
objectionable appearance might irritate 
the unprofessional mind. After the scientific 
explanation the doctor probed deeper and 
brought forth notebook containing school 
news. Other articles found the body cavity 
were such things Latin vocabularies and 
cigarettes. The patient shocked into con- 
sciousness such evidence talked from be- 
neath ether waves explain that these 
objects had swallowed due unex- 
pected circumstances examination lunch 
periods. 

Other units that make interesting chalk 
talks, skits, experiments, demonstrations 
are: the teeth, certain gases described 
chemistry texts, astronomy, war materials, 
chemistry the home, and the use and 
preparation slides the hospital labora- 
tory. The Science News Letter often contains 
brief accounts experiments given 
science congress. The point needs 
emphasized that the work that best will 
the work which the students have worked 
out themselves.

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Methodizing Mathematics

order that may acquire knowledge and that 
may arouse the necessary activities that will 
result desired skill power method. 

almost every school the “lesson” the 
paramount school activity, the time the 
pupil being divided among three exercises: 
(1) the preparation for the lesson; (2) the 
recitation the lesson; and (3) extracurricu- 
lar activity bearing upon the lesson. The 
preparation for the lesson has greater signifi- 
cance than simply acquiring knowledge from 
textbook. has reference the capacity 
the pupils’ minds for the reception new 
ideas. There must present ideas, acquired 
conversation, previous explanation, upon 
which new conceptions may grafted. The 
method instruction must appreciate the 
presence absence such ideas and adapt 
itself the present need. 

Several methods which can used effec- 
tively the teaching mathematics will 
depicted. These are the analytic, synthetic, 
heuristic, inductive, deductive, laboratory, and 
the unit method. None these used its 
pure form, each being alloyed with the indi- 
viduality the teacher and the pupil and 
harmonizing with local school conditions. 

The first two methods depend upon the ini- 
tial process. the process starts with syn- 
thesis, termed synthetic. begins with 
analysis, called analytic. example based 
familiar theorem plane geometry will 
illustrate the use these two methods the 
same situation. The theorem used is, “In 
isosceles triangle the angles opposite the equal 
sides are equal.” 

The students have had experience proving 
two triangles congruent when two sides and 
the included angle one are equal, respec- 
tively, two sides and the included angle 
the other. They then reason, using

auxiliary line (Fig. two triangles would 
formed which could proved congruent 
the use the proved theorem stated above, 
they can now conclude that the angles are 
equal the definition, “corresponding parts 
congruent figures are equal.” With this 
analysis the pupils proceed with the proof 
synthetically following the procedure given 
the popular texts. 

the proof handled this way the 
students will soon begin see the advantage 
studying the figure and the relation its 


parts and comparing such with what re- 
quired. The purpose adding lines the 
figure will understood and when asked why 
auxiliary line was used the answer will 
longer “only one straight line can drawn 
between two points.” might impressed 
here that pupil should not permitted

The heuristic method, named from the 
Greek word, find,” encourages the student 
find and discover much possible 
means his own efforts. Since most high 
school pupils are incapable making abso- 
lutely original discoveries, expected 
that the teacher will ready with suggestion 
order stimulate interest and effort and 
prevent discouragement and lassitude. The 
heuristic method frequently compared 
the Socratic, because reaches the desired 
end methodic questioning.

The laboratory method instruction would 
have the pupils master mathematical principles 
through their actual applications.

This type instruction facilitates the work 
solid geometry, because the pupil, mak- 
ing and using models, acquires spatial concepts 
which could not secured from the printed 
page.

They even post these 
ratings conspicuous places the school 
building and vehemently insist that their 
charges use them and attend only those movies 
graded A-1. Time and time again they talk 
about the importance attending the good 
pictures and the greatness the values 
derived from them. This all very commend- 
able far goes, but does not far 
enough. 

One cold Sunday afternoon, Sister com- 
panion and bound errand mercy, 
were riding bus. was packed. Children 
were standing the aisle. Everyone seemed 
theater-bound but Sisters. Conversation 
pertaining the cinema flowed freely. Shortly 
took definite trend. 

Flustered little Anne stumbled into the bus 
all out breath and excitedly announced that 
she nearly missed this bus because she had 
been looking for the rating the motion pic- 
ture her favorite theater. But she had not 
found the rating. Had anyone else? Apparently 
not. One lad remarked indifferently, “You 
can never find them anyhow.” Not few 
movie fans were their way this 
theater. Second runs were shown 
here and they cost few cents less. 

Such gross indifference and neglect seem 
uncalled for the casual reader the Legion 
Decency lists the unconcerned reader 
who notices that they take several column 
inches each week. seemed com- 
panion and me. 

Upon our arrival home, immediately 
scanned the Legion Decency ratings the 
last issue our Catholic weekly. After looking 
through the last four issues, 
and not finding this particular rating, began 
feel somewhat the same Anne and her 
friends. 

Then came the question: “Just how often 
children faced with the problem not 
being able know whether not the motion 
they wish attend are good?” This 
was matter the utmost importance. Souls 
were stake. Sisters Catholic educators 
and guardians souls had obligation 
cooperate with the Legion Decency 
getting its ratings into the hands the pupils. 

hand over the Sodality. Their solution 
was post the ratings the motion 
pictures showing the local theaters the 
bulletin board the main corridor. Here both 
grade and high school pupils could see them. 
The committee enthusiastically pored over 

published the current Catholic papers. 
But two serious difficulties arose. First all, 


the very latest pictures were not found; 
secondly, the theater which the majority 
our students attended booked only those pic- 
tures that outdated the Legion Decency 
ratings found current issues the Catholic 
papers. 

This latter difficulty the more serious be- 
cause most school children are willing wait 
for the second showing, since that means 
lesser depletion their limited allowances. 
only with the appearance some especially 
fine and highly advertised cinema, such as, 
Dumbo Kathleen that they are willing 
spend few extra cents take the first 
showing. 

The committee’s problem then, was not the 
simple one running through the latest Cath- 
olic periodicals with the hope finding the 
rating the latest pictures, nor that finger- 
ing through voluminous bulk multisized 
clippings find the second runs. They had 
gain access the ratings the motion pic- 
tures that had just been released. The rating 
the pictures shown the early part the 
week would not appear until the Catholic 
periodicals came later the week. This was 
taken care through subscription the 
Weekly Film Classification Service the Na- 
tional Legion Decency, whose headquarters 
are East Street, New York City. 
library lists clipped from periodicals can 
built where the ratings the nonrecent 
productions can found, but the lists issued 
the Legion Decency are much more 
convenient. They clip together easily, because 
their uniformity size, and each sheet 
contains large number ratings. 

There was still another difficulty 
cleared away. Sunday’s motion pictures are 
usually not advertised until the Sunday edition 
the paper appears. Just how were the pupils 
know what show attend Sunday, 
the ratings could not posted until Monday? 
The committee would have have the names 
the pictures before their advertisements ap- 
peared the local daily. The one and only 
possible way getting them was contact the 
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managers the local theaters. This they did, 
and found the managers most willing cooper- 
ate. They considered means advertising. 
The managers carrying nonrecent pictures had 
mailing lists and agreed put our school 
these lists. Those carrying the latest cinema 
had mailing lists but were willing give 
the extent their bookings when called 
them telephone. The extent this booking 
varies from ten days three weeks. These 
managers receive some their bookings im- 
mediately upon release from the producers 
which means they sometimes have their book- 
ings before the reviews the Legion 
Decency reach third-class mail. This 
probably would not the case our service 
came first-class mail. 


MOTION PICTURE GUIDE 
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The members the committee were now 
prepared give the ratings the various 
movies before they appeared the screen. 
They placed the names the theaters at- 
tended our students piece ply board 
inches. After the name each 
theater, they pasted sufficient number 
pockets take care the number show- 
ings per week. these they slip card con- 
taining the name the picture, the date 
its showing, and its respective rating the 
Legion Decency. Second features are placed 
the same card the main features. 

This project has been used our school 
with gratifying success for year. enthu- 
siastic crowd youthful followers conscien- 
tiously watch these ratings, and turn 
forth spread the work the Legion 
Decency.

neighbors.

tion the United States other countries, 
peace and war. 

the fourth place, provides for many 
conveniences and comforts, which extend over 
the whole nation, such uniform system 
money, and weights and measures, and 
the delivery mail.

the colonies were unlike, and not always 
friendly. Betore the were driven away, 
became necessary for the colonies unite, 
spite their First, con- 
federation was formed New England, which 
lasted forty years, object being protection 
against Indians and other enemies. Later, 
proposed union all the 
colonies. Then seven the colonies had 
brought plan for union, which might 
called constitution, providing for council 
elected the colonies, which should have 
the power lay taxes, and raise army. 

was not long before the colonies were 
uniting against England, itself. When England 
passed the Stamp Act, and insisted upon en- 
forcing it, Stamp Act Congress was called 
New York. There was declared that the 
right taxation belonged the people and 
that England was disobeying its own laws. 

When England persisted its unjust 
treatment, all the colonies but Georgia sent 
representatives the First Continental Con- 
gress Philadelphia, ask that their wrongs 
righted. The Second Continental Congress 
formulated for all the colonies the Declaration 
Independence, announcing that they were 
independent states, governed henceforth, 
not king, but laws, and these were 
made and approved themselves. Each state 
formulated constitution for itself. 

But there must also agreement 
bind the states together, and they drew the 
Articles These may 
called the first Constitution the United 
States. Meanwhile, Congress, acting for all the 
states, raised army, made deals with foreign 
powers, and issued paper money. 

But Congress could pass measure with- 
out the consent nine states Congress, 
and was given power whatever enforce 
its decisions. could declare war, but 
could not compel the citizens enter the 
army; could borrow money, but could 
not levy taxes pay its loans. could 
make regulations about commerce. There 
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was President, and there were courts. 

states had one feeling common: 
more than they disliked one another, they 
disliked the idea central power, which 
seemed them like foreign power. They 
had won their independence from England, 
and future they expected manage affairs 
for themselves, without any sort dictation. 
All the real power remained with the states; 
they did not choose carry out the will 
Congress, its acts were disregarded. The 
weak Articles Confederation have been 
compared rope sand. 

After the Revolutionary War, England 
acknowledged the independence the United 
States America, the army disbanded, and 
the soldiers scattered their homes. But they 
had consciousness belong.ng nation. 
Each could love his state, but could not love 
states. The union states was looked 
upon merely temporary, and soon the 
war was over, each state returned 
independent life though were inde- 
pendent republic.

The idea different republics was not 
that the leaders the nation, who saw 
clearly that the country were hold to- 
gether, and have the respect other nations, 
there must new and stronger bond be- 
tween the states, and each must sacrifice some 
power for the good the whole. The Ameri- 
cans had fought for noble principle, the 
right men self-government, and they 
had won the victory. equally difficult 
victory remained won; they must prove 
that men are capable self-government. 
this, they must establish peace home, 
and respect abroad. 

Benjamin Franklin, more than seventy years 
age, one the most celebrated citizens 
the world, had always been favor 
strong central government. 

Another earnest and even more ardent ad- 
vocate strong central government was 
Alexander Hamilton. 

equally earnest advocate strong 
central government was James Madison. 
advocated amendment the Articles 
Confederation, giving Congress more power. 

all men, George Washington was best 
fitted speak the matter. When the 
treaty peace was signed, resigned his 
commission Commander-in-Chief. Then 
wrote letter the government, naming 
four things that were necessary the nation 
were live: 

The states must unite under central 
government, and this government must have 
power enforce its will. 

The debts made Congress order 
carry the war must paid. 

There must uniform militia system 
throughout all the states, that army 
were needed, would ready. 

The people must remember that they 
were citizens the United States, well 
citizens the various states. 

After much discussion, convention was 
called the second Monday May, 1787, 
the State House Philadelphia. The first 
delegate arrive was George Washington. 
the meeting hall were gathered many relics 
the Revolution, cannons and arms and uni- 
forms, and flags the Americans, together 
with trophies captured from the English. Not 
far away hung the old bell which had been 
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rung when the Declaration Independence 
was signed. the convention the oldest 
member was 81, and the youngest was 26. 
After Washington was elected President, the 
convention adopted rules order. 

One provision was that absolute secrecy. 
was decided that the Constitution should 
presented the people whole when 
was completed, and not before. All steps were 
taken present the Constitution the prod- 
uct the whole convention; that citizen 
would prejudiced against any part because 
disliked its author defender. All the 
délegates agreed upon one thing: that the 
present condition could not continue and that 
unless remedy were found, and found 
them, all that had been won would lost. 
they could not agree upon better form 
government, the states would far 
worse condition than the colonies were before 
the Revolution, and their proud expectation 
being able govern themselves would 

First all, the convention took radical 
step abandoned the weak Articles Con- 
federation, and the new plan was chiefly the 
work James Madison. Madison’s library 
were the works law, written Cardinal 
Bellarmine, the Father Government, and 
now canonized Saint the Catholic Church; 
and our Constitution based the rules 
for law laid down the Cardinal. 

Three branches government were pro- 
posed: legislative department make laws; 
executive department carry them out; 
and judicial department, decide upon 
their correctness according the constitution. 
The document itself contains only about 4000 
words. begins with noble preamble:

We, the people the United States 
America, order form more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings liberty ourselves and our pos- 
ordain and establish this Constitu- 
tion for the United States America.

Additions 
have been made which have broadened and 
deepened the idea the minds the 
makers. support means defend 
from change which would affect its basic 
principles. Men who are ambitious for power, 
greedy for money, ever the alert 
accomplish their purposes, have tried in- 
terpret their own favor, change 
the provisions the Constitution. One 
the principles which must carefully pre- 
served that the distinction between 
federal and state powers. 

Above all, support means obey it. 
not dead document history with 
which you are only remotely concerned, but 
living law which daily assures you the 
inestimable blessings liberty and order, 
and whose least provision you are, turn, 
bound obey. Whether lasts, bestow 
upon other boys and girls these same bless- 
ings, depends partly upon your obedience 
it.

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Composition Made Interesting 
Brother Roland, F.S.C. 


“Composition,” the very word strikes ter- 
ror into children. But whose fault it? 
Child’s teacher’s? Well, both the 
child’s fault and the teacher’s. 
child’s fault indirectly. Composition means 
work; hard, intellectual work. Now, the 
normal child, anything that smacks work 
distasteful. knows composition spells 
work, and therefore dislikes it. 

But also the teacher’s fault. Why? 
Simply because fails make interest- 
ing. fails make the children love that 
work. work that one loves, work which 
that one interested, longer such. 
becomes pleasant occupation. This what 
composition should be, and not ordeal. 

But not very difficult get the chil- 
dren interested composition—to make 
them love it. Composition merely the as- 
sembling ideas convenient language and 
form. When assemble make, con- 
struct. For example, one assembles 
plane, car, etc. This the idea must 
give the pupils, that when they compose 
they are making something real, something 
tangible. Composition power, great 
power. 

“Beneath the rule men entirely great 

The pen mightier than the 

architect can only build, painter 
can only paint, sculptor can only 
carve. But composer can them all. 
expressing his ideas proper diction, can 
build, paint, and carve. Now then, what child 
there who does not love build? they 
not enjoy making block houses, building air- 
planes, raising forts, constructing dams and 
rivers their play hours? they not love 
draw sketches and caricatures, sometimes 
even class and the expense the 
teacher? When, then, assign composi- 
tion, let make pleasant occupation, 
not task work. 

Never assign single topic for composi- 
tion. Pupils should allowed their choice. 
know experience that there are some 
subjects which find more difficult write 
than others. The reasons for this lie be- 
yond the scope this article. But the 
child given one these topics, will 
have use his imagination which not 
ciently developed. will have exceedingly 
hard time writing his composition. conse- 
quence, will await with dread the next com- 
position. But this only the beginning; 
likely followed disgust and finally 
abhorrence. The subject composition 
must also one that familiar the pupil 
and not beyond his intellectual ability and 
experience. The simplest kind assignment 
the presentation list topics from 
which the pupil may choose one that appeals 
him. 

Another method may use excite the 
interest and incite the pupils their 
best the reading novels. There nothing 
attractive children stories. Let us, 
then, give them what they like. may read 
them one that very interesting, not too

long, and, course, one that adapted 
the children. Then may ask them write 
story they know. will get better results 
asking that they write just they 
were relating the class. this way 
will make composition interesting for the 
children the manner which give it. 
But the most important consideration mak- 
ing and keeping composition attractive the 
pupils efficient method correction. 
must not too meticulous, nor must seek 
find fault with everything. Still must 
not allow considerable fault mistake 
uncorrected. The following are the 
principal items must watch: 
grammar, diction, punctuation, writing, and 
ideas. avoid many mistakes, choose good 
subject, and prepare thoroughly with the 
pupils. the correction composition 
advisable concentrate our attention 
single point. Thus one week may watch 
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spelling, another diction, and on. course, 
this for the class general. Then, too, 
must not omit correct grave mistakes, 
though they not bear the point are 
watching. This method very effective 
eradicating mistakes that are too rampant. 
will even more effective warn the 
pupils beforehand that are going 
especially watchful certain point. 

Another method correction read 
good sentence and paragraph constructions 
from pupil’s composition the class. 
may comment them and bring. out the 
qualities. the same time this serves 
good means emulation. For defective con- 
structions, may the same. this case, 
however, must give the correct form. 
Finally, must insist that pupils write 
the correction above the mistake. This 
necessary assure ourselves that the pupil 
has seen his mistake and knows its correction. 

teach composition this way, using 
our best endeavors make interesting, 
and putting ourselves into it, will find that 
the pupils will look forward composition 
with interest, and not only this, but they 
will learn thoroughly.

Each child who wishes become crusader 
adopts soldier for whom promises 
pray each morning and night until the war 
over. buys little medal our Blessed 
Mother and sends his soldier, promising 
also make little sacrifice for him once 
week and attend Mass and receive Holy 
Communion for him once week. possible, 
the child crusader writes his soldier tell 
him that praying for him, and ask 
the soldier turn pray with him. 

Knowing that the prayers innocent chil- 
dren have power all their own with God, 
we, the twenty little citizens the primary 
room and their teacher, decided that we, too, 
would crusade “with prayer” for our dear 
country and our soldier boys.

May God bless you and all the other 
little soldiers your praying Army. thank you 
ever much for what you are doing.

Unit for Primary Grades 
Sister Margaret Claire, O.S.B. 


This unit has been successfully used the 
second and third grade the beginning 
the year, acquaint the children with each 
other, and bring about cooperation 
work and play. 

was while studying the poem, “Red 
Skins,” that the pupils became interested 
Indians and wanted know more about 
them. Interest being aroused, started our 
unit Indian life. The unit was divided 
into three phases: 

How the Indians lived, hunted, fished, 
and amused themselves. 

II. How and why the white people came 
here and how they lived. What kind 
homes, food, and clothes they had. Why the 
Pilgrims had thanksgiving feast and whom 
they invited. 

III. Our Thanksgiving feast school 
culminating point the entire unit. 

During part one, Indian stories became 
our reading lessons. Children brought books 
concerning Indian life from the public li- 
brary and from home. Poems and Indian 
songs were studied. Individual drawings de- 
picting Indian life were made. large frieze 
was drawn brown wrapping paper. The 
children became enthusiastic they wanted 
tepee, “big enough for get into.” 
Old sheets were brought and sewed together 
the girls, while the boys went scouting 


for tall tepee poles. After the sheets were 
sewed, large pictures were drawn them 
and colored; this being completed, the chil- 
dren erected the tepee and made artificial 
fire using electric light bulb, red tissue 
paper, and the sawed-off pieces the tepee 
poles. Since the tepee was large enough for 
five children one time, much 
enjoyment was had reading telling 
stories each other Indian fashion. 

the same time, had Indian dis- 
play. Canoes, Indian dolls, tepees, moccasins, 
and many other things were brought from 
home. The ingenuity the pupils showed 
itself the making travois poles, tripod, 
and dressing doll Indian fashion, 
papoose and all. 

While this activity was progress, the 
children’s vocabulary was enriched the 
addition such words Indian, tepee, 
squaw, papoose, wigwam travois, and many 
others, and these words were included the 
spelling list. Our language period was. spent 
telling and writing short stories Indian 
life. 

Columbus day aroused new interest. Now 
they were eager know, How did Columbus 
come over? Why did other people come 
this country? How did they make their 
homes? How did they get food? Did the 
Indians like the white people? followed

the same procedure study the first 
phase. Many interesting stories were found 
showing how the Indians helped the Pilgrims 
and through these the children developed 
appreciation the Indian. 

When reached the story the first 
Thanksgiving, the third frieze was drawn and 
again individual pictures were drawn, stories 
were written, and discussions 
While speaking the thankfulness 
should have for the liberty and freedom 
possess, the pupils spoke 
feast school. Since was beautiful tie-up 
all the phases had studied, had 
several meetings conducted according 
simple parliamentary law, how about 
it. 

the meeting the children decided 
come dressed Indians Pilgrims, each 
would used that day. The question food 
brought about much valuable discussion and 
critical thinking what good whole- 
some lunch should include. Committees were 
then formed, one bring the food, another 
wait table, another wash the dishes, 
and the fourth furnish the entertainment 
for the afternoon. Another meeting was held 
during which such things table etiquette, 
table setting and waiting, and grace before 
and after meals were discussed and learned. 

the morning the feast the children 
each came dressed his costume, with his 
her name card pinned on. Two long tables 
had been prepared the night before with 
paper plates, knives, forks, spoons, turkey 
nut cups, and papoose place cards. Wooden 
benches were used for seating. informal 
discussion what were most thankful 
for, namely, freedom worship, freedom 
speech, our homes, parents, soldiers 
fighting for us, our food and toys, was held. 
During the discussion the table waiters pre- 
pared the table. After the meal, while the 
dishwashing committee did its part, the 
others visited some the rooms show 
their costumes. The afternoon was spent 
playing games which the committee had pre- 
pared. The whole day was enjoyed all and 
proved profitable closing our unit. 
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The Thanksgiving Dinner Costume. 


The entire unit took from late September 
early November. brought about fine 
spirit cooperation, and willingness 
listen other children’s ideas and cheerfully 
adopt them they were better suited for 
the purpose hand. Rules politeness, 
table etiquette, the ability stick the 
subject discussion, more thankful at- 
titude for all the blessings have received, 
and consciousness that our soldiers are now 
striving keep our land free, “with liberty 
and justice for were the outstanding 
outcomes this unit.

The children enjoy this arithmetic device 
almost much playing the game of, 
love you, love you not,” with the daisy 
flower.

Paper Pulp for the Sandtable 


Sister St. Francis 


We, many other schools, not have 
large sums money with which buy ma- 
terials for our art classes, endeavor 
make use the least expensive mediums 
available and utilize many scraps which 
would otherwise waste. 

One the very inexpensive mediums 
tried, and one that lent itself variety 
uses, was paper pulp. quick way ob- 
taining this boil the substance that 
obtained from soaking the torn-up paper 
overnight. 

were studying Holland life and de- 
cided use this paper pulp depicting the 
life these sturdy people. did not have 
sandtable but did not let little thing like 
that trouble us. Large corrugated boxes were 
used the base and the background the 
scene. Since this material does not warp 
sag easily plain cardboard, corrugated 
cardboard was also used constructing the 
foundation the mill and the house. When 
different sections these buildings were cut, 
they were fastened together with strips 
gummed paper. 

Then semimoist pulp was applied. thin 
layer was spread the base and was left 
uneven surface give the appearance 
grass; ripped surface represented water; 
and small irregular forms paste were ar- 
ranged stones for the walk and path. The 
surface the buildings was covered with 
paste before the pulp was applied, prevent 
from slipping off the vertical surfaces. 


People, dogs, and geese were modeled 
wire forms for support. modeling human 
figures, the wire for the spine was bent 
one end into circle represent the head. 
this central wire others were fastened for 
arms and legs. The figure was then bent into 
the desired position before the pulp was add- 
ed. Foundations for animals were made 
similar manner. 

give slight adhesive quality the 
pulp used modeling, little paste was 
added. Paper pulp modeling handled much 
the same clay modeling. very much 
cheaper and kinder the budget. 

the objects made paste were allowed 
dry well before color was applied. Poster 
paint and calcimine, both work well color 
medium, but calcimine, obtained any paint 
shop, much less expensive. The sky and 
ships were painted the blackboard, and 
the base was painted represent grass, 
stones, and canals. Since the pulp turns 
light gray when dry, the sides the build- 
ings were left unpainted give the effect 
rough plaster stucco, but the Dutch 
blue and orange were added for the roofs 
and trimmings. Blue, white, orange, and 
brown were used needed decorate the 
costumes the figures and paint dog 
and cart. 

When all the objects were dry, they were 
grouped. Beds bright tulips and flower- 
ing creeper over the door were added. 

Another project this type and with ma- 
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terial which turned out quite well was the 
construction the Christmas crib for the 
classroom. How the little ones enjoyed that. 
sure brought each and everyone 
nearer the Divine Infant and sure 
pleases His little Heart see those little 
hands struggle with the paper pulp and 
paints make home and cradle for Him 
the very nicest part their classroom.

“Tell what you read, and tell you 
what you are!” This slogan was posted 
school bulletin board, and attracted consider- 
able comment, especially the part the 
elementary teachers. There followed lively 
discussion which the following opinions 
were voiced: some doubted that children’s 
books were sufficient importance young 
lives tell what the readers were like; 
many deplored the lack reading among 
youth; and still others lamented that the old 
beloved classics were longer read ap- 
preciated. But the great majority admitted 
that youth liked stories, loved them, fact, 
but added frankly that there was not enough 
time for the required “fundamental” subject 
drilling, and neither time nor money for sup- 
plementary storybooks. This discussion 
these reading problems general our 
Catholic schools today and attempt, 
least, help solve them. 

Good books are necessary our mental 
growth food bodily growth. proper 
food denied the body child, grows 
frail, undersized, and physically 
handicapped. like manner, his mind and 
soul become warped and deformed they are 
not properly nourished with 
tellectual food. When the commonplace, ugly, 
and sordid things everyday life wear 
down, need the uplifting beauty good 
literature buoy over the rough places. 
Would have our future Catholic readers 
influenced Catholic thought and rea- 
son? Then must not teach them use the 
vast field Catholic literature? Not only will 
they derive entertainment from will 
inspire them with worthy ideals, and make 
them energetic Catholics, proud their faith 
and heritage. “As the twig bent, the tree 
inclined” old proverb that contains 
much ‘truth.

ers are too busy drilling the fundamentals 
continue it, who can blame the child 
seeks his relaxation and entertainment from 
the undesirable sources radios and 
movies? How shall find the joyous com- 
panionship book heroes, and feel the in- 
spirational power good literature unless 
someone introduces him it? Fortunately 
there are really very few children who not 
enjoy some kind reading. 

This last statement brings the next 
complaint: that children not read and 
enjoy the “good old classics.” There may 


several reasons for this when true. Many 
the classics found our library shelves 
are printed abominably small print, and 
devoid good pictures. There nothing 
attract young readers them while there 
everything allure them read the fascinat- 
ing books recent publication which are 
charming design and color. Some students 
still steer shy the named 
school reading lists because they fear that 
they may called upon make “book re- 
ports,” and book reports seem about 
popular unsavory dish most pupils. 
However, the newer, socialized literature 
periods where youth encouraged share, 
quite spontaneously, the treasures which 
has found hidden his storybooks, and 
judicious consideration book format will 
eliminate these difficulties. must remember 
that juveniles, well adults, have individ- 
ual tastes and that not necessary that all 
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them like the same books. While there are 
many books that are indeed important for 
well-balanced development, few are absolutely 
essential. Civilization changes rapidly, and 
with the tastes and experiences people. 
Still, most children enjoy all good books 
they understand them. Reading parts 
book aloud and giving timely explanation 
may all that required convert 
skeptical youth into enthusiastic book lover. 

Let not too insistent upon the be- 
loved classics too quick condemn what 
new. “We need keep the best the old, 
and add the best the new, for litera- 
ture must reflect life, and reflect truly, 
must keep pace with our ever changing 
world,” says one wise teacher children’s 
Particular specific books are not 
essential creating taste for worth- 
while books which really counts, and tastes for 
good books cannot formed unless these 
books are available. Lillian Smith speaks force- 
fully this. “The important point remem- 
ber,” she says, “is that children’s reading, un- 
like that adults, conditioned what 
hand. Whether they find books the well- 
chosen libraries their fathers whether 
they become the prey the most worthless 
and mentally devastating printed matter, for 
lack such library, one thing sure and 
that that children will read something. 
‘Take what you will and pay for it.’ 
they pay for it, these children who through 
fault their own, take what cheap and 
maimed all their 

There such wealth good books the 
market today that one really astounded 
and what more important the Catholic 
teacher, there great abundance Cath- 
olic literature. important that remem- 
ber this, for one the greatest complaints 
against the vast numbers children’s books 
the complete Godlessness their content. 
Let introduce our youth the inspirational 
heroes and heroines the excellent books 
which are being written for them some 
the finest Catholic minds our times. 
will delighted see how eagerly they 
devour this worthy and desirable form 
entertainment. 

The “no time” argument the most com- 
mon all and this age clockwork sched- 
ules, probably the greatest problem. would 
not underrate the importance the “funda- 
mental” subjects. Children must learn spell, 
and write, and punctuate. They must learn the 
multiplication tables and rules grammar 
they are make honest living this 
material world ours. But the teaching 
these subjects the primary purpose our 
schools? Assuredly no! aim much higher. 
seems that real teacher one 
who teaches her pupils how live how 
regulate his life most profitably every way, 
all times.

Many the desired books need not 
bought, but may borrowed from the public 
libraries and our duty well privilege 
use this source. Catholic taxes help support 
the public libraries and 
should take advantage the opportunities 
these libraries offer. Most public librarians are 
very glad cooperate with all teachers, and 
will often order the books most demand. 
teach our students how select the 
best from the public library shelves when they 
are the grade school, need not worry 
about what they will select when they are 
older. 

Needless say, cannot merely send 
children the public library for books and 
feel that have fulfilled our obligation. 
must train them select the worth-while 
books, recognize the best authors, and read 
with definite purpose. Good reading lists, 
compiled from such sources New Worlds 
The Pro Parvulis Herald, any 
other the many excellent Catholic lists now 
available, should placed the hands 
every Catholic child who regular public 
library visitor. This will help him select 
the best the bewildering array books 
before him. every Catholic mother had such 
list, and studied it, with her child, what de- 
lightful and profitable hours vacation and 
leisure time might become for both!

School Steam Plant Maintenance 
Fred Mosher 


Maintenance men these times are, 
effect, front line service. The war can only 
won all parts our physical plant are 
kept functioning. Due the shortages 
critical materials much heating equipment 
cannot replaced for the duration, and the 
job keeping “on the line” rests with 
maintenance men. Never before the 
maintenance man played such important 
part playing today, and the men 
who maintain the heating plants and auxiliary 
equipment schools are important 
men the factories. Should steam plant 
equipment break down many our school 
buildings, serious curtailment vital train- 
ing programs would result. 


Boiler Maintenance 

Most heating plants used school build- 
ings are the low-pressure type and needed 
repairs are often neglected because ultimate 
failure frequently has little consequence other 
than inconvenience until parts can obtained. 
But many parts can longer obtained, 
and existing equipment must kept condi- 
tion that ultimate failure either will 
prevented postponed until better times 
return. The essence any maintenance work 
lies the objective which retard natural 
wear and tear, keeping the apparatus such 
condition that will perform the functions 
for which was intended, and maintain 
that outrages, other than those planned, 
are kept minimum. Equipment which 
gives poor service and frequently out 
service for minor repairs represents the anti- 
thesis good maintenance. 

Cleanliness boilers more than matter 
good housekeeping. Boilers must kept 
clean inside and outside permit free trans- 
mission heat and prevent overheating 
parts. Soot the enemy heat transfer, 
and also has corrosive results the presence 
moisture. simple job keep soot 
removed from boiler surfaces. Cleanout doors 
are provided both cast iron and steel heat- 
ing boilers for the removal soot and ashes. 
The best time clean boilers internally 
the end the heating season. that time, 
the boiler should drained and the internal 
surfaces examined. Large steel boilers should 
entered and heavy deposits removed; for 
smaller boilers the deposits should removed 
through the openings provided 
purpose. water hose, with nozzle provided, 
may used wash off the internal surfaces 
both cast iron and steel boilers. few 
pounds common soda ash should added 
the boiler water when returned 
service; about one pound soda ash per 


one hundred pounds water will suffice 
keep tight system good condition. 
When boiler taken out service after 
the heating season, should cleaned 
outlined. steel boiler should then dried 
out internally. Any eroded corroded parts, 
such frequently found around manholes 
and handholes where leakage has wasted the 
metal, should built the original thick- 
ness. Broken grates should renewed. Leak- 
ing valves ought ground and packing 
renewed. Cracks brick work are easily 
checked with lighted candle improvised 
torch; the same test should applied cast 
iron heating boilers where air leakage may 
occur between sections joints. Small air 
leaks can easily repaired applying 
furnace cement the cracks. the openings 
are large, asbestos rope the right size should 
used calk the seams, and then the 
exterior should sealed with furnace cement. 
fire clay available, the asbestos can 
soaked the clay before calking done. 
Stokers should examined for broken 
parts; lubricant should changed. The 
driving motor should cleaned, the oil 
changed, and both the stoker and motor ought 
covered for protection. Fans should 
cleaned wiping thoroughly with light oil 
which will remove the dirt and protect the 
parts from rusting while idle. Oil burners 
must cleaned and disassembled for inspec- 
tion. best apply light coat grease 
atomizer parts and keep them wrapped 
disassembled condition while idle. Burners 
requiring packing should have new packings 
installed each season regardless condition. 
shutting down boiler for cleaning and 
overhauling, should never drained 
water until the setting and pressure parts have 
cooled very nearly 
Should the water drained while the boiler 
hot, scale and other deposits will bake 
the internal surfaces and more difficult 
remove than otherwise. When steel boilers 
are kept idle, during the summer 
months, best dry them thoroughly 
inside and out small, controlled fire 
coke pot other burner. After drying, all 
openings ought closed that there 
air circulation. After cleaning, cast iron 
boilers should filled for the idle period. 
Empty cast iron boilers often rust between 
sections, and the rust may become suffi- 
cient volume set strains the joints 
between sections. Cast iron resists corrosion 
and any water such boiler will have 
negligible corrosive effect. considered 
impracticable dry out steel boiler, 
may filled with water for the idle period, 
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although dry storage preferable. When 
steel boiler kept filled with water during 
extended periods idleness, should 
cleaned the usual way. Water, which has 
been made alkaline the addition soda 
ash, should then added the boiler, with 
the boiler vented atmosphere. fire then 
started until steam emitted from the vent, 
and this continued for about hour. The 
purpose the boiling drive off oxygen 
which held the water ordinary tempera- 
tures. deaerating the water through boil- 
ing, the danger oxygen corrosion removed. 
After the boiling deaerating period the vent 
closed; this procedure not followed, 
the water the boiler will rise temperature 
eventually, and with the change tempera- 
ture the oxygen will released pit the 
clean surfaces. For extended periods several 
months advisable drain the water, 
refill with alkaline water, and repeat the 
boiling process. Instances are known where 
oil grease has been applied the internal 
surfaces boilers preserve the metal; 
nothing could worse. Oil any kind 
should never permitted internal surfaces 
boilers. 


Care Piping 


Piping often gets too little attention, but 
essential that kept good condition. 
thorough yearly inspection should made 
the entire piping system. older buildings 
frequently found that return lines are 
buried the concrete floors basements; 
this practice longer considered sound. 
What has often happened such cases that 
leaks develop the buried portion the 
return line. first the leak has little effect 
boiler water level, but eventually full 
break occurs and the boiler quickly drained, 
resulting serious damage. Whenever 
possible, buried piping should exposed and 
kept that way. Exposed piping may in- 
spected and repaired will, and leaks will 
detected before the danger point reached. 
inspecting steam piping important 
that supports, clamps, and 
examined. The structures which pipe 
supports are fastened require attention since 
shifting walls and sagging members often 
put excessive strains the piping. Pipes 
should maintained that return lines and 
headers slope the direction flow 
provide adequate drainage condensate. 
Minor building changes and additions 
piping may make necessary provide addi- 
tional supports for piping. 


Heating-Plan Pumps 
Feed pumps, circulating pumps, and con- 
densate return pumps are vital parts many 
steam plants, and such they should get 
proper care. Once pump installed satis- 
factorily, most its ills develop from im- 
proper care. Packing one the chief 
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troublemakers, and this because often 
neglected. All packings have definite economic 
lives. least once year all pumps should 
packed, although the packing may 
found good condition. Bad packing will 
score rods, wear out internal parts, cause 
misalignment, and reduce the capacity 
pump render good service. The essentials 
good packing are that adequate for 
the service, exact size, and give good 
service, where operations are normal, for 
least year. Regardless how good 
packing will eventually dry out, get 
hard, shred, otherwise reach condition 
where its value worthless, and becomes 
hazard the pump. When pump 
packed should done completely; adding 
new rings packing old ones bad 
practice. Old rings should removed entirely, 
and the shaft rod, and the stuffing box 
must cleaned. packing the pump, the 
rings must cut exact size and fitted 
easily into the stuffing box. After 
the stuffing box should taken seat 
the rings, and then the nuts may loosened. 
After the pump put service the stuffing 
box tightened until slight leakage 
attained for lubrication the packing. 


Insulation Piping 


The value insulation for piping and 
boilers should realized all school exec- 
utives. the maintenance program should 
not neglected. Bare surfaces steam lines 
and boiler surfaces mean dollars wasted. In- 
sulating materials are available and good 
dividends may realized through their 
proper use. 


Our Present Problems 


Many items school equipment are very 
scarce. School administrators have been 
warned that orders for essential replacements 
and new equipment should placed long 
time before the materials must put into 
use. 

addition the older WPB regulations, 
there now effect priority system for 
small orders known the Controlled Ma- 
terials Plan (CMP). You can obtain copy 
the regulation known CMP from 
your local WPB office. Under this order, 
school may obtain priority rating AA-2X 
for maintenance, repair, and operating sup- 
plies, and minor items capital equipment, 
single items which have value less than 
$100 —if the total quarter does not 
exceed per cent the total amount spent 
1942. 

School officials are advised consult their 
local WPB office for specific applications 
present rulings their problems. Dealers 
from whom you have been buying your sup- 
plies and equipment will also advise you 
the best procedure order obtain the 
priority which your school entitled. 

All consumers coal are urged place 
their orders soon possible. Dealers are 
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filling orders the order which they are 
received their reduced allotments reach 
them. 

New building is, course, just impossible 
for the duration the war. Serviceable build- 
ings and equipment should conserved 
whatever necessary repairs possible 
make. Even equipment that pretty badly 
worn may rendered serviceable careful 
renovation. 

you intend erect new building after 
the war, now the time plan the building 
and plan for adequate financing. Your 
architect should working the plans for 
your building now. And you should con- 
ducting, reasonable extent, fund-raising 
campaign, investing the proceeds 
bonds.

corrected and that the school 
and home programs may modified 
those instances where desirous for the 
child’s welfare. For example, the school 
besides hard-of-hearing classes, sightsaving 
classes, classes for the crippled, classes for 
cardiacs, open-air classes, convalescent 
rooms and special teaching facilities for the 
mentally retarded, might desirable 
arrange for shorter days, lighter extracur- 
ricular programs, lighter academic loads, 
modified programs, 
altered school routines, lighter work assign- 
ments, special extra food, financial 
assistance individual guidance, counsel 
supervision some sort various cases. 
Even one-room country 
some modification programs and adjust- 
ments one kind another. such cir- 
cumstances occasionally child may need 
sent elsewhere for special educational 
facilities. Parents may also need make 
many modifications the home program 
serve child’s needs. 


Cooperation Teachers and Parents 

Besides occasional questioning the 
thoroughness service rendered the 
school health service and the lack train- 
ing the part many those who 
render it, there are many minor irritations 
which occasionally occur which are not 
conducive toward good public relations 
within the community. 

the school medical examination 
achieve its purpose must made satis- 
fying learning experience for parent and 
child. One the basic laws learning 
that the individual taught must have 
readiness for learning. Such readiness for 
learning through the health examination 
can imparted the child carefully 
planned classroom discussion. The teach- 
er’s own attitude can improved 
having examination herself. Parent’s 
readiness can developed through careful 
wording the notices sent home, definite 
appointment for the examination, com- 
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fortable chair, courteous greeting when 
she arrives, opportunity for questions and 
discussion, and the establishment rap- 
port between the doctor and the parent 
and child. The learning process stops when 
there annoyance irritation. Neglect 
any one the details mentioned may 
have this effect. 

any home visits are made for the sake 
follow-up one must careful not 
anything which would spoil the parent’s 
receptiveness. One needs sure that 
the defects brought the attention the 
parent are real defects demanding atten- 
tion. Phair suggests that many follow-up 
methods which are use are psychologi- 
cally unsound. The parent being caught 
the representative official agency 
suggested dereliction his her duty 
becomes negativistic his attitude and 
becomes impossible secure results essen- 
tial the child’s 

Let not gain the impression from all 
this discussion however that there 
little that right about modern school 
health services. necessary remember 
that modern school health work but its 
infancy. There much learned about 
school health procedures and even those 
with the best training and experience 
are apt make their mistakes. Neverthe- 
less everyone will undoubtedly admit that 
great progress has been made recent 
years. 

Our children need the services offered 
the divisions school health our 
various communities unless such services 
are already being secured the offices 
family physicians. The school medical 
officer has real contribution make 
the children this generation. let 
see that the position school phy- 
sician our community filled com- 
petent and well-trained physician skilled 
medicine, education, and 
When such person has been chosen let 
give him freedom action. Let not 
force him encumbered the dictates 
someone less trained his job than 
is. And finally let give the school health 
service the support needs order 
make its contribution toward the health 
the community.
